Finding nothing more here worthy of my Obſer-⸗ 


vation, I poſted away to Louvaine, which is 12

Juſt by the Altar, is a very curious Steeple, made 
of Wood, with fine Tapeſtry. Behind the Altar is 
a Branch, one of the moſt curious in the World, 
which I wou'd have every Perſon ſce.

But what deſerves the Attention of the Cu- 
rious, is the Anatomy-Room, where is a whole Fa- 
mily of Thieves anatomiz'd, which they ſhew you _ 
as a great Curioſity, having been there 200 Tears: 
Another Room, where the Doctors take their De- 
grees: Another Room, wherein is a Chair ſo ex- 
quiſitely carv'd, that it ſtrikes the Beholder with 
Admiration : Round the Walls are ſome curious 
Pictures wove in Linnen, with Latin Verſes.

Virgin Mary, exquiſitely made in Wood. From 
the Bottom of the Pulpit is a great Serpent climbing 


up to the Virgin Mary, which ſhe deſtroys by ſtrik- 5 


ing his Head off with her Hands. The Church is 
finely ornamented with fine Figures in Marble and 
Stone, and curious Paintings; and the Altar with a 
great Number of Silver Lamps. But ſtop, we can't 
leave Louvaine without viewing the Convent of the 
Engliſh Nuns, where is a fine Chapel, decorated 
with Silver Lamps and grand Pictures; and alſo the 
Choir, very finely ornamented with the Tombs of 
ſeveral Engliſb Peers, interr'd therein. Neither muſt 
we forget the four Gardens, wherein Gentlemen ex- 


erciſe themſelves with ſhooting with Bows and Ar- 


rows. The Names of the Gardens are St. George, 
St. Baſtian, St. Chrt Mopber, and 2 of the ſeven 


From Louvaine we procecded to Bruſſels, which 
is 15 Miles, remarkable for the fine Buildings, 
Churches, Convents, Sc. I went to view the 
Stadt-houſe, which is one of the fineſt I ever be- 
held; and I ſhall now endeavour to give you a De- 
ſcription of its outſide as well as I am able. 
It is very curiouſly. carv'd, and in the Yard are two 
Marble Figures of Neptune, with two Dolphins 
throwing Water out of their Noſes; under which 


are five more Dolphins, which receive the ſame Wa- 


ter, which iſſues out of their Mouths. Behind the 
Stadt- 


Stadt- houſe you'll ſee two Braſs Lions continuallß 
iſſuing Water from their Mouths. Come, now let's 
go and viſit the Inſide of this magnificent Structure. 
When you are in it, you'll ſee it adorned with very 
fine Tapeſtry, conſiſting of four Rooms: In the 
firſt of which you'll ſee all the Kings of Spain. In 
the ſecond, you'll ſee Chloa the firſt King of France, 
who embraced the Chriſtian Faith on account of the 
Love he bore to his Wife Chlotilda. In the third, 
you'll ſee the Repreſentation of the Marriage of Chios 
and Chlotilda. In the next you'll ſee Charles the 
VIth Emperor of the Romans, and firſt Duke of 
Brabant. All theſe are work'd ſo elegantly in Tape- 
y, that without a near Sight of them, they are ta- 
ken for Painting. In this laſt Room you'll ſee the 
Portrait of the Queen of Hungary; a Looking-glaſs 
fourteen Feet high, and a Marble Table, with a 
Map in it, cover'd with Glaſs, which is extremely 
curious. The Garden of the Jeſuits, wherein is a 


curious Crown cut out of Trees, and ſeveral beauti- 


ful Fountains, St. Jerome has a fine Grotto, throw - 
ing Water continually, ß 5 
From hence I went to ſee the Library which is 200 
Feet long, and 18 broad, full of Books, where is alſo 
a Metal Machine in one Corner of it; in which, if 
only one Candle be put, it illuminates the Library all 
over, that a Perſon may ſee to read a Book in any 
Ft Yr oe OO 
Juſt by is a Room called Sacriſtis, where are all the 
Cloaths, worn by the Prieſts on the grand Proceſſion, 
made of Velvet, richly embroidered with Gold and 
Silver, and adorned with Pearls and precious Stones 
Where is alſo ſeveral other Eccleſiaſtical Habiliments 
with fix ſolid Silver Candleſticks, upwards of "five

Drawers, which the Guardian of the Convent will

Now let's viſit the Arſenal. Here is a fine large 
Room with a great deal of Armour, formerly worn by 
ſeveral Kings and Grandees of Spain; but above all, 
obſerve the Lanthorn with which Charles V. King of 
Spain, uſed to go Incog. to view what was tranſact- 
ing in the City. 5 e 
HFere is alſo to be ſeen the Sword (there being but 
four in Europe) with which the K nights receive the 
Honour of Knighthood. The Lady who ſhews this 
will touch your Head with it, with a ſort of Com- 
pliment, to preſent her ſomething. It is cuſtomary 
to give two Engliſh Shillings. The other three 
Swords are in Spain, Vienna, and the Treaſury. 
From here to the Park ; where every Afternoon 
you'll ſee a Company of Soldiers exerciſing after the 
Pruſſian Manner. Here is a Houſe juſt by the Wa- 
ter · ſide, made without one Nail; and alſo a Grotto, 
with ſeveral Fountains, but do not vent any Water, 
being deſtroyed. Where it is recorded, that the grand 
Figure of Mary Magdalen was the Reaſon they al- 
ledge for her being taken away, to prevent her 
being ſtolen.

One of them repreſents our Saviour giving 
the Keys to St. Peter; the other, the Portrait of 
Maximilliano, Archduke of Auſtria. Round the 
Church you'll ſee divers curious Paintings, among 
which is the Repreſentation of a Miracle (founded 
on Truth, as the Romans ſay) of a Few having rob- 
bed this Church; his Daughter could never be at 
reſt, imagining ſhe was always in a Room full of 
Fire; *till at laſt an Angel appeared to her, and told 
her to go to a Prieſt and confeſs, which ſhe did, and 
they apprehended the Thief, and put him to Death;

In another Drawer are the Beads and a Parch- 
ment Manuſcript, as alſo the Common Prayer Book 
of Queen Mary of England, the Claſp of which, is 
ſolid Gold, with her Name and Title on the Book ; 
with a great Number of other Curioſities too tedious 
to mention. ;

Picture drawn to the Life, and alſo his Bed-Cham- 
ber, wherein, at one fide of the Bed, is the Figure 
of Chrif, made by his own Hand, in Ivory. Juſt 
at the Head of the Bed is a Watch, fo curiouſly con- 
trived, that at the Pull of a ſmall Cord, made with 
Gold Twiſt, a Perſon may know the Hour at any 
Time of the Night: On the other ſide of the Bed is 
the Figure of the Virgin Mary made in a Looking. 


Glaſs, reſembling Life, ornamented with Gold, Di- 
amonds, and precious Stones, after ſo exquiſite " 
manner, that the beſt Maſters in Europe who have 
viſited it, can't conceive the Method by which it was 


done; alſo the Picture of the preſent Emperor: In 
the next Room the Prince works his C uriolities of 
Ivory. 9 
Now let us view ns Garden, in which you 11 
ſee ſeveral curious Fountains, one of which repre- 
ſents an Artichoak, the other like an Eagle, with 
two Heads, which ſpouts Water out very curiouſly. 
In the middle of the Garden is a Box, the inſide of 
which is Glas, where the Bees go in to make their 
Honey; attempted to be made after the manner of 
of that which King Solomon made, when he wanted 
to know how the Bees made Honey.

Now I have view'd the Curioſities of Lyle, J in- 
tend to go and vifit Maęſtricht, and from thence to 
Aix. la- Chapelle. 
From Lyke to Magſtricbt | is 15 Miles, which Place ; 
is alas well fortified. It is divided by a Bridge, 
one Side of it is called Maeſtricht, and the other 
Mie (the Engliſh of which is, Keep off). When the 
Plague was in this Place formerly, thoſe who paſſed 
the Bridge eſcaped it, and moſt of the others pe- 
riſned. There is a fine Tower on the Ramparts, 
which is bleſſed with a wholeſome Air. Here is al- 
fo a Stadt-houſe ; and the Church of St. Serfas is the 
fineſt in Maefricht. The Proteſtant Hollanders have 
two Churches here, and the Garriſon is Dutch 5+ 
_ Notwithſtanding which, the Prince of Lyke puts in 
as many Judges as the Dutch. Three Parts of the 
City are Romans, tho* they are obliged. by Law to 
give the Proteftants the right Hand. 
From hence, to Aix-la Chapelle, is 18 Miles; 3 
which conſiſts of a great Number of ſine Churches 
and curious Buildings; which 1 ſhall mention, and 
are as follows: The Church of Minſter is very well 
worth Obſervation; at the Altar of which is a Chair 
of pure Gold, ſet with Pearls, Diamonds, Rubics, 
and other precious Stones, which is cover'd over

- In the 
next Room are three very fine Paintings, one of Lord 
Sandwich, the ſecond of the Emperor's Ambaſſador, 
and the third of the Ambaſſador of Genoa, fo truly 
painted, that they want nothing but Speech. The 
next Room is where the Ambaſſadors hold their 
Conferences, all lined with red Damaſk, and a Ta- 
ble cover'd with green Velvet, very richly lac'd. 
Near this Room are five ſmall ones, where the Am- 
baſſadors withdraw in private, to confer with each 
other; ſo nicely contrived that they can't be over - 
heard by any Perſon on the outſide: All of which 
are finely decorated with Paintings, e. 
From hence, I went to a Painter's Houſe ach: | 
Van Caſſel, who will ſhew any Perſon his Paintings, 
which are very excellent; and you may alſo Pu, 
chaſe any if you are ſo minded. 5 
From hence to drink the hot Waters, 8 is a 
curious Fountain with 8 Cocks. Here is a Woman 
juſt by who ſells Salts to take with this Water: 
Round about are ſeveral hot and cold Baths, into

F * Aix-la- Chapelle, you may go to Spa, where 
you'll ſee a great Number of Nobility, who reſort 
thither to drink the Waters, which is in a Morning, 
and in the Afternoon they generally go to Aſſem- 
blies. In the great Market are two Fountains called 


Poboon and Feronfters. In half an Hour you may 
go from hence to another Fountain, called Safiuinter. 


Pohoon Water is good for Aſthmaticks, and the 
other to ſweeten the Blood. The Garden of the Ca- 
puchins is worth your Obſervation. Here is a Foun-

You may go from hence to High Germany, but 


I went back again to Macſtrichi, and from thence to

which is a very ancient City, and contains a great

vinces. 
The Engl. 55 Church, which 155 a Pillar in it 
which could not be fixed for a_long while: The 
Way they tell it came to be fixed, was thus: A poor 
Man who dwelt in this Place, was ſaying before his 
| Child, it might be fixed by throwing Cow. ſkins in- 
to the Foundation. Upon which the Child imme- 
diately went to a Baker and told him the Story, 
who received a Penny Loaf for his Reward. The 
Baker immediately went to a Magiſtrate and ac - 
quainted him with what he had heard, which by Ex- 
perience they found to be true. The Father en- 
quiring of the Child how he came by the Loaf, he 
very innocently told him the whole Affair. At 
which the Father (thinking to be well rewarded) was 
ſo irritated, that he cut off the Child's Head. The 
| Magiſtrate finding the Baker to be an illiterate Per- 
ſon, enquired how he came to know it, conteſs'd_ 
the Truth. 
In this Church is the Effigy of the Child, with a 
Loaf under its Arm. Above which is a very thick 
Wall, with a Hole in it ; in which if you put your 
Head, youll hear a Noiſe juſt like the Waves in a 
great Sea; from which the Romans report, that this 
Church came miraculouſly ſwimming here, From 
hence you go into a little Room, where is to be ſeen 
a moſt curious Branch for Candles; and alſo (as the 
Romans ſay) the firſt Shirt which was made for our 
Saviour, made with the Virgin Mary's own Hands, 
without Seams.

Harnem, and ſo to Reynam, all of which are ex- 
tremely fine. 

From hence I went to view Lyft, ſix Miles a: 
Utrecht, where is a fine new Building, with a Gar- 
den fix Miles long, open both Night and Day for 
any Perſon to ſee. It is ſurrounded with very high 
Trees, curiouſly cut, with fine Alleys and Proſpects, 
ſurrounded with very fine Canals. It was purchaſed 
by a Gentleman for 50,000 Florins, who reſides here, 
with a great Number of Nobility and Gentry of all 
Nations, who all follow a Religion particular to 
themſelves, which no Perſon can give any Account 
of; among whom is a Prince whom I don't chooſe 


to name, but he may be heard of there. The ma- 


jor part of theſe Gentlemen are Germans : They 


preach in the Morning the Proteſtant Religion, when 


People come from Utrecht to hear them ; and i in the 
Night follow their own Religion. 

From hence I went to Urrecht, back again. Out 
of the Gate of Utrecht, called Wer-Porte, is the 
Garden of a Gentleman, named Yan Molen, in which 

| = a are 
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Are a great Number of fine Caſcades, Grottoes and 
Fountains; one of which Fountains is floor'd with 
broken China; in it is the Repreſentation of a Theatre, 
with Actors, Sc. A Grotto, with a Caſcade in 
| Rocks, with a Dome made of the ſame; the Inſide 
adorned with Looking-Glaſſes, iſſuing Water out of 
the Fountains, as is alſo another oppoiite to it. In 
here are alſo fine Triumphal Arches, Temples, and 
a great many other Fountains, too tedious to inſert, 
affording a great deal of Pleaſure; the Gentleman 
ro whom it belongs takes a great deal of Pleaſure in 
ſhewing i it to Strangers. 

From hence to Marſba is four Miles, a Place « ex» 
treamly beautiful, moſtly inhabited by rich Portu- 
gueſe Fews ; it has a great many fine Palaces and 
Gardens round about. The Garden of the Kerryen- 
Marſba, in which are a great many Marble Figures, 
Fountains, and a beautitul Caſcade. Here is alſo a 
Grotto, with the Figure of Andromeda, in Foun- 
tains ſo beautifully made, that Pen can't explain it 
alſo ſix beautiful Marble Figures, and a beautiful 
Fountain, with nine Animals, which continually iſ- 
fue Water, with four Marble Seats and Figures: 
A Grotto, with a Fountain, repreſenting a great 
Glaſs: A moſt beautiful Alcove, with two fine Fi- 
gures: A Caſcade, with two Figures, with a Cat 
upon the Shoulders of a Statue of gilt Work. In the 
Theatre are eight curious Marble Statues. In a Caſ- 
cade in this Garden is the Figure of Neptune, with 

two Horſes, throwing Water, not ta be equall'd in 
Europe. The Orangery, in which is a wooden Stee- 
ple, with a Clock, which ſhews the Hour of the 
Day when the Sun ſhines. 

From hence to the Palace, where are three Rodd 
in the laſt of which is the Bed, Chairs, with other 
Furniture, all embroider'd very curiouſly by Indians. 
Five other Rooms, elegantly adorned with Tape-

"Rooms, finely furniſhed : In one of hich is a Bed 
_ finely embroidered by Indians, the beſt I ever ſaw, 
From hence back again to Utrecht, and from 
thence to Leyden, which is 27 Miles; where is the 
fineſt Canal ever ſcen ; as you pals along it on each 
Side is nothing but fine Gardens and Gentlemens 
Seats, which make a moſt agreeable Sight. In Ley- 
dien is a curious Church called in Dutch the Burgh , 
at the Entrance of which is a fine curious Fountain. 
Something higher up is a curious Labyrinth of 
Trees, and a little higher up you may have a 
whole Proſpect of the City; but here you muſt 
pay 4 d.

- mult of Marſeilles, which was brought from Rome 
1400 Years ago. The Foot of the ſo- much cele- 
brated Coloſſus, thro* whoſe Legs Men of War uſed 
to fail. The Gods of the Heathens, to, which they 
uſed to pray. Several fine curious Figures brought 
from Smyrna: An Altar, at which they uſed to ſa- 
crifice, 200 Years before Chriſt: At the Top of this 
you'll ſee Hercules wreſtling with Auteus. The Statues 
in this Room, arc computed to be worth 100,000; 
Florins. The Orangery. An Aloe Tree, brought 
from La Vera - Crun, on which grow Flowers of a 
great Height. The Room of the Anatomies, where- - 
in are ſeveral Animals, Fiſhes, Sc. anatomized. 
The Idols of the Heathens. The Boots of Cbanles

Peter's Church is worthy, of Notice ; herein is Jo-

From hence I went to Ellen, ch is 8 Miles: 
Here is a Building called the great Church, with a 
moſt beautiful Organ, under which are three Marble 
Statues and four Marble Images, with four Figures 
which ſupport it. Here are alſo a great many other 
Curioſities, particularly an Iron Door, made with- 
out Fire, by a Man who was condemn'd to die. In 
the Wall is to be ſeen the Ball which the Duke de 
Alber threw in to kill the Domine : Alſo three Ships 
with Saws, which cut off the Chains of a Caſtle 
where their General was impriſon'd, invented by a 
poor School-Boy. From here to the Gates of the 
Out- port, out of which on the left Hand, is a little 
Houle, very beautifully carv'd, and then the Wood, 
wherein are a Number of fine Walks. From hence 
to the Princenhuff; in one Room is to be ſeen a 
Painting repreſenting the Burgo· maſters in former 
Times, coming to Council, and bringing their Fd 
with them. In another Room are two Doors, lock d. 
in which are ſeveral Pictures, one of which repreſents 
Herod's Cruelty : Another the Faces of the Goddeſ- 
ſes.

The Houſe is 
berween three and four Hundred Years old. Prom 
hence to the Ruin Caſtle, without the Gates, where 
is the Remains of a very thick Wall Travellers vifit 
it for the Sake of 2 Story, which is recorded in Hi- 
ſtory thus.

Fhe 
firſt of theſe Books was printed in the Tear 1428, 
vieh is only printed on one Side. The Second was 
printed in 1430, which is called Sperulum humane 
Salvationis. While he was printing this Book, his 
Servant, nam d Jobannes Ferit, ſtole ſome of his 
Tools, and went into Higb- Germany, and at Mentz 
inted a Book, calFd Officra Ciceronis, where he ſtiled 
imſelF the firſt Inventor of Printing. This Place 
affords a great Number of other Curioſities. 5 
From henee I proceeded to the Hague, which is 
27 Miles.

Wherein they may perceive, that 1 
have not only given em an Account of the principal 
Churches, Gardens, Palaces and Convents, which 
are to be ſeen, but have alſo deſcribed every Curio- 
fity which is worthy of Notice in them, and when 
they are to pay for ſuch; which may ſave them from 
theImpoſition frequently put upon them: As allo the
